Later repcrtp, made after sc me very 
careful reckoning, will reduce the lore of 
life at Jobretc wn frcm 12000 or 15,000 to 
lees then 5,000, aud it is probable thnt 
the death roll will not be greater than 
3,500 or 4,000. Several days ago it was 
reported that nearly 2,500 bodies bad 
been Kcovered, while tho correct list up 
to Saturday placed the number recov­ 
ered at 1,500.

Provisions and clothing are being fur­ 
nished the sufferers; and already muoh 
fault is found in regard to the distribu­ 
tion of the supplies. Confusion will 
naturally follow the handling of so muoh 
money and such bd immense quantity of 
supplies, and it is no wonder that in this 
confusion mistakes are made that in a 
measure pervert the use thereof. Gov­ 
ernor Beaver ehould see that nohe but 
thoroughly competent and strictly honest 
men are put in charge of the money and 
the supplies.

Many of tho bodios recovered to-day 
were identified but not claimed. 
Forty of 
them wero buried immediately, and un­ 
dertakers say chat all bodies will hereafter 
bo buried as soon as found. 
Among tho 
recovered was Charles Kimple, an under­ 
taker of this city. 
Ho had a wallot in his 
pocket containing $1,600. 
The body of 
another undertaker, John Henderson, of 
Henderson & Alexander, was also recov­ 
ered. 
Tho body of Sims Schick, one of tho 
bast known traveling mpn in tho country, 
was found in tho ruins of tho Hulbert 
house. 
Ho was in the employ of the 
Reading stove company. 
Jesse Orr, tho 
president of tho company, was immediate­ 
ly notified. 
Tho work o l clearing away the debris 
is progressing very encouragingly. 
Tho 
workmen were not required to proceed 
Sunday, but nlno-tenths of them volun­ 
teered to continue. 
As a result a large in­ 
road was made on tho drift in tho central 
portion of the City. 
Main streot, which 
was tho principal thoroughfare and one of 
tho worst blockaded, is now about clearo I.

“ I found tho streams filled with debris and 
accumulated drift, in which there is a i os- 
sibility of human bodies boing imbedded, 
with a probability, if allowed to remain, 
that they will endanger public health, 
leaving it more firmly impressed on my 
mind that tho police powers of tho State 
must bo exorcised to restore things to their 
normal condition. 
“The funds which have corno into my 
hands in such largo amounts and from so 
many quarters outside of tho Stato, and 
which have been imposed upon mo as ii 
sacred trust, will be expended wholly and 
absolutely for tho benefit of individual 
sufferers. 
No part of it will bo expended 
in the work which is legitimately tho do­ 
main of tho State under the police powers. 
This I wish to emphasize, so that all con­ 
tributors to the fund may feel assured that 
their monoy will bo judiciously expended 
for the benefit of suffering humanity and 
not to tho work which should and will be 
undertaken by the Stato or municipal 
authorities.

CONDITION OF GRAIN CROPS.

But looking at tho field and at tie 
question from later and more striking

The total Indian population is less than 
250,000. Of theee21,232 live in houses 
and 9,612 families are engaged in agri­ 
culture. 
And among these so-called

Speaking of the agencies with which 
human life is destroyed, the remark is 
made thai; “it took three days of hard 
fighting at Gettyabnrg to kill cs many 
people as the Hood killed in Pennsyl­ 
vania in a few minutes.” 


This has been the hottest day sinco tho 
disaster and tho weather is telling on tho 
workmen. 
With tho fires that aro con­ 
stantly kept going burning up tho rubbish 
and tho hot sun many of them wero ex­ 
hausted before evening. 
The hot sun beat­ 
ing down on the wreckage abovo tho 
bridge has developed tho fact that many 
bodios of animals and human beings are 
yet in tho ruins. 
The stench arising from 
this pile has been more offensive to-day 
than at any time yet, although at no time 
has it Loon as bad as reported. 
The two large hospitals here—tho Cam­ 
bria and tho Bedford—have but littlo to 
do now, but the largo corps of physicians 
Is kept very busy. 
At tho Cambria hos­ 
pital sixteen peasons injured by tho flood 
wero cared for, and but two died—Miss 
Maggie Hughes and Mrs. Willowed Sinco 
tho flood over 500 persons have received 
tho attention of the physicians at this in­ 
stitution. 
Several women who nursed 
some of tho injured became ill and ono of 
them may not recover. 
A t the Bedford 
hospital 362 injured persons wero cai od 
for, and when they could bo removed in 
safety wore taken to Pittsburg hospitals. 
Only throe patients wero brought to tho 
hospital to day. 
2 hey received alight in­ 
juries while at work clearing away the 
debris. 
O ver six hundred persons woro 
furnished medicine and attention by tho 
phy sic inns in chargo of the hospitals. 
The 
tent hospitals have been practically aban­ 
doned, as none of them have had a case for 
several days. 
Tho health of tho valley is unusually 
good, notwithstanding reports of threat­ 
ened epidemic. 
The following health bul­ 
letin has been issuod by the State Bourd of 
Health and speaks for itself: 
‘Tho goneral condition of health in 
Johnstown and vicinity is excellent. 
No 
epidemic disease of any kind prevails nor 
it expecte I that any will arise. 
The 
whole region has been divided into con­ 
venient districts and each placed under a 
competent sanitarian. 
Tho fctato board of 
health is prepared to meet all emergencies 
as they arise. 
The air is wholesome and 
tho water generally pure. 
If tho good 
people of tho devastated district will go on 
thoy havo so nobly done for tho last 
week in their efforts to clean up the 
wreckage good health will certainly bo 
maintained. 
G eo r g e G. G r o k f. ” 
Dr. Groff has made a careful inspection 
the drift in the river at the stone 
bridge, and reports that there is no proba 
bility of any contamination of tho water 
supply of the towns below from this source. 
He says tho number of bodios in tho river 
cannot bo largo. 
Tho valleys havo been 
swept so clean by tho great floods that tho 
river water is now purer than before 
tho disaster. 
There is a difference in 
tho contaminating power of decomposing 
organic matters. 
That from bodies dead 
of contagious disoaso would be far more 
dangerous than 
that 
from bodies of 
healthy persons. 
As it is, tho bodies in 
the river are generally covered with from 
ono to six foot of mud and sand. 
This 
earthy matter absorbs all effluvia and acts 
as the best of disinfectants. 
There is no 
present danger to the water supply of 
Pittsburg from 
Johnstown. 
The only 
present danger is from pooplo 
boing 
frightened into 
sickness by sensational 
reports. 
Several cases of vandalism and robbery 
aro reported. 
Last night a number of cars 
containing supplies were broken into and 
the contents carried off. 
Tho masonic re­ 
lief car was also entered and robbed. 
Twelve men wore arrested for stealing to­ 
day, but they were released upon return­ 
ing the goods. 
Tho military guards in 
Cambria City wero kept busy last night 
arresting 
thieves 
They wore placed 
in the guard house and this morning 
driven out of town with a 
warning 
that if they woro caught again theyjwould 
be summarily dealt with. 
Many people 
are imposing on the reliof committee and 
in several instances mon havo succeeded in 
getting enough 
supplies to last them 
several months. 
Ono man was found this 
afterno rn who had nine sacks of flour in 
his cellar. Insides a large stock of provis­ 
ions and clothing which ho had secured 
from 
the committee by misrepresenta­ 
tion. 
This afternoon Private William Young 
of Company C, Fourteenth regiment, N. 
G. P., committed suicide in ins tent by 
shooting himself in the head with a riflo 
ball. He was a farm laborer and a resident 
of Tom’s Run, near Mansfield, Pa. 
He 
had been sick for several days, but noth­ 
ing in his manner indicated that ho con­ 
templated taking his life. 
He was 2J

GOV. B E A V E R 'S PLAN. 


Tho P ro sp e c t for W heat, Corn, and O ats 
in th o W e ste rn S tates. 
C h ic a g o, Juno IO.—Tho following crop 
report will appear in this woek’s issue of 
tho Farmers’ Review: 
The latest roport3 from our crop corres­ 
pondents show no improvement in tho con­ 
dition of winter wheat. 
Kansas maintains 
the high average of two weeks ago end 
Ohio and KontucKy a correspondingly low 
one, tho condition of theso States remain­ 
ing about tho same from week to week. In 
Illinois and Michigan there has been a 
slight decline and in Indiana a falling off 
of about IO per cent. 
The condition of 
spring wheat is comparatively unchanged 
in Nebraska, Iowa, and Minnesota, but has 
improved in Dakota about 5 per cont and 
declined in Illinois about 8 per cent. 
The 
condition of tho oat crop has improved 
slightly in Iowa and Missouri and consid­ 
erably (in Indiana. 
In Illinois It has de­ 
clined a few points, while in Ohio, Michi­ 
gan, Minnesota, aud Dakota it averages 
about 8 per cent lower. 
In othor States it 
is practically unchanged. 
Corn promises well in Kansas, Kentucky, 
Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, and dakota, 
particularly in the throe States last named. 
For Ohio, Wisconsin, and Minnesota tho 
averages are low, owing to hard frost. 
Nearly aH the counties iii Wisconsin report 
damages from this cause, whilo one-half of 
our Minnesota correspondents and ouo- 
fourth of those in Ohio send similar reports. 
Iowa and Michigan havo 
experienced 
slight frosts in several counties, as havo a 
few counties in other States, but no ser­ 
ious daniago to corn has resulted there­ 
from. 
We summarize tho reports of our 
correspondents as follows, giving tho per 
cent of condition of grain crops:

passengers, including a woman and four 
children, and six of tho crow, left in the 
ship's lifeboat and cutter for tho is’and of 
Suva, IOO miles distant. 
As they had 
not roached that point up to tho latest ad­ 
vices it is feared they wero drowned. 
Tho 
captain and the remainder of tho crew 
woro starting for Suva when thoy wero 
sighted by a schooner and taken on board 
with the exception of IL B. Turnbull, chief 
officer of tho Altmoro, who was drowned.

B rooklyn, N. Y., June IO.—A vast con­ 
course of peoplo filling ail tho available 
places joined in tho opening doxology at 
Brooklyn Tabernacle 
Sunday morning. 
Tho pastor, tho Rev. T. De W itt Tai til ago, 
D. I)., expounded tho passage in John 
about tho unwritten works of Christ which 
tho world itself could not have contained. 
Tbe subject of Dr. Tai mage’s sermon vras 
“ Christ, tho Village Lad.” 
He took for 
his text Luke ii., 40: 
“ And tho child 
grow, 
and waxed strong in spirit, filled 
With wisdom; and tho grace of God was 
upon him .” 
Tho proachor said: 
About Christ as a villago lad I speak. 
There is for tho most part a silence moro 
than eighteen centuries long about Christ 
between Infancy and manhood. 
W hat 
kind of a boy was he? 
Was ho a genuine 
boy at all, or did there settle upon him from 
the start all tho intensities of martyrdom? 
We havo on this subject only a little guess­ 
ing, a few surmises, and hero and there an 
unim portant 
“ perhaps.” 
Concerning 
what bounded th at boyhood on both sides 
we have wholo libraries of books and 
whole 
galleries 
of 
canvas 
and 
sculpture. 
I’oforo 
tho 
infant Christ 
in 
M ary’s arms, or 
taking his 
first 
sleop in tho rough outhouse, all tho paint­ 
ers bow, and wo havo Paul Veronese’s 
“ Holy Fam ily” and Perugino’s “ Nativ­ 
ity ” and Angelica (la Fiesolo’s “ Infant 
Christ” and Reubens’ “ Adoration of the 
M agi” and Tinorot’s 
“ Adoration of tho 
M agi” and C hirlanaojo’s “ Adoration of 
the Magi” and Raphael’s “ Mandonna” 
and O rcagna’s “ Mandonna” and Murillo's 
“ Mandonna” and Mandonnas by all tho 
schools of painting in all lights and shades 
and with all stylos of attractive feature 
and impressive surroundings, but pen and 
pencil and chisel have with few exceptions 
passed by Christ tno village lad. 
Y et by 
throe conjoined evidences I think we can 
corno to as accurate an idea of what Christ 
was as a boy as we can of what Christ was 
as a mon. 
First wt6 havo tho brief Bible account. 
Then wo havo tho prolonged account of 
what Christ was at 30 years of age. 
Now 
yon havo only to minify 
that account 
somewhat and you find what ho was at IO 
years of ago. 
Temperaments 
never 
chango. 
A sanguine temperament 
never 
becomes a phlegmatic temperament. 
A 
nervous tem peram ent 
never becomes a 
lym phatic temperament. Religion changes 
ono’s affections and ambitions, but it is tho 
same old tem perament acting in a differ­ 
ent direction. 
As Christ had no religious 
change, ho was as a lad what he was as a 
man, only on not so largo a scale. 
Whon 
all tradition and all art and all history 
represented him as a blonde with golden 
hair I know ho was in boyhood a blonde. 
W e have, borides, an uninspired book 
th at was for tho first three or four cen­ 
turies after Christ’s appearance received 
by many as inspired and which gives a 
prolonged account of Christ’s boyhood. 
Some of it may be true, most of it may bo 
true, none of it m ay bo true. 
It mdy bo 
partly built on facts or by tho passage of 
tho ages somo roal facts may have been 
distorted. 
But because a book is not di­ 
vinely inspired wo aro not therefore to 
conclude th at there aro no true things in 
it. 
Prescott’s “ Conquest of 
Mexico” 
was 
not inspired, 
but wo 
believe it, 
although 
it 
may 
contain 
mistakes. 
M acaulay’s “ History of England” was 
not inspired, but we boliovo it, although it 
m ay have been m arred with many errors. 
Tho so-called apocryphal gospel in which 
tho boyhood of Christ is dwelt upon I do 
not believe to be divinely inspired, and yet 
it may present facts worthy of considera­ 
tion. 
Because it represents tho boy Christ 
as perform ing miracles sorao havo over­ 
drawn tho whole apocryphal book. 
But 
what right have yon to say that Christ did 
not perform miracles at IO years of age as 
well as a t 30? Ho was in boyhood as cer­ 
tainly divine as in manhood. 
Then while 
a lad ho must havo had tho powor to work 
miracles, whether ho did or did not work 
them. 
When, having reached manhood, 
Christ turned water into wino th at was 
said to bo tho beginning of miracles. 
But th at may mean th at it was the begin­ 
ning of th at series of manhood miracles. 
In a word, I think th at tho Now Testa­ 
m ent is only a small transcript of what 
Jesus did and said. 
Indeed, the Bible de­ 
clares positively th at if all Christ did and 
said were w ritten the world would not 
contain tho books. 
So we are a t liberty 
tq believe or reject thoso parts of tho 
apocryphal gospel which say th a t when 
the boy Christ passed a band of thieves ho 
told his mother th at 
two 
of 
them, 
Dumachus and Titus by namo, would bo 
the two thieves who would afterw ard ex­ 
pire on crosses beside him. 
Was that 
more wonderful than somo of Christ’s 
manhood prophesies? Or tho uninspired 
story that the boy Christ made a fountain 
spring from tho roots of a sycamore tree, 
so that his mother washed his coat in the 
stream —was th at more unbelievable than 
the manhood miracle th at changed com­ 
mon w ater into a m arriage beverage? Cl 
tho uninspired story th at two sick children 
were recovered by bathing in tho watci 
whore Christ had washed? 
W as that 
moro wonderful than the manhood rnira 
cie by which tho woman twelve years a 
complete invalid should have been made 
straight by touching tho fringe of Christ’s 
coat? 
In other words, while I do not believe 
th at any of the so-called apocryphal Nevi 
Testament is inspired, I believe much of it 
is true; just as I believe a thousand books, 
none of which are divinely inspired. Much 
of it was just like Christ. 
Just as certain 
as the man Christ was tho most of the time 
getting man out of troublo, I think that 
the boy Christ was the most of tho time 
getting boys out of trouble. 
I have de­ 
clared to you this day a boy’s Christ. And 
the world wants such a one. 
Ho did not 
sit around moping over what was to be 
done or what was. From tho way in which 
natural objects unwroathed themsel ves into 
his sermons after ho becamo a man I con- 
1 elude thoro was not a rock or hill or a 
cavern or a treo for miles around that ho 
was not familiar with in childhood. 
Ho 
had cautiously felt his way down into tho 
caves and had with lithe and agile limb 
gained a poise on many a high treo top. 
His boyhood was passed amid grand scen­ 
ery a3 most all tho groat natures have pass­ 
ed early life among the mountains. 
Thoy 
m ay live now on the fiats, but ihoy passed 
tho receptive days of ladhoorl 
among 
the hills. 
Among tho mountains of New 
Hampshire or tho mountains of Virginia 
or the mountains of Kentucky or the 
tnountnins of Switzerland or Italy

Austria or Scotland or mour tains as high 
or rugged as thev, many of the world’s

Before it could shine on th# 
village where this boy slept tho sun had t< 
climb far enough up to look ovor hills thai 


teld their heads far aloft. 
From yonder 
might this rye at one sweep took in the 
nighty s; oop of tho valleys and with an­ 
th e r sweep took in the Mediterranean 
lea, and ye i hoar tho grandeur of tho 
ilitTs and the surge of tho groat waters in 
His matchless sermonology. 
One day I 
mo that divine boy, tho wind flurrying His 
hair over His sun-browned forehead,stand­ 
ing on a hill-top looking off upon Lake 
Tiberias, on which a t one time, according 
to profane history, aro not 400, but 4,000 
shij>s. 
Authors have taken pains to say 
that Christ was not affected by theso sur« 
roundings, and that ho from within lived 
outward and in lependentof circumstances. 
Ro far from that l»eiug true ho was tho 
most sensitive tieing that ever walked tho 
earth, and if a pale invalid’s weak finger 
could not touch His rolio without strength 
going out from him, t' es© mountains and 
seas could not have touched II is eye without 
irradiating His entire nature with their 
magnificence. 
I .w arrant that I 


mounter and explored all tho fifteen hills 
around Nazareth, among them Hermon, 
- itll its crystal coronet of perpetual snow, 
and Carmel and Tabor and Gilboa, and 
• ney all had their sublime echo in after 
time from tho Olivotie pulpit. 
A great storm one day during Christ's 
boyhood blackened tho heavens and anger­ 
ed the rivers. 
Perhaps standing in tho 
door of tbe carpenter's shop ho watched it 
gathering loudir and wilder until two 
ryc’oae-i, one sweeping down from Mount 
Pal or and tho other from Mount Carmel, 
met iii tho valley of Esdraolon and two 
houses aro caught in tho fury and crash 
Coes the one mid trium phant stands tho 
oilier, and ho noticed that ono had shifting 
san t for a foundation and tho other an 
clem .ii rock for a basis; and twenty years

the floods came, and tho winds blew and 
beat upon that house, and it foil not, for 
it was founded upon a rock. 
And every 
ono that hoareth theso sayings of mine, 
and doeth them not, shall bo likened nato 
a foolish man, which built his houso upon 
tho sand; and the rain descended and tho 
floods camo, and tho winds blow, and boat 
upon that houso; and it fell; and groat was 
tho fall of it.” 
V cs, from the naturalness, 
tho simpli­ 
city, tho freshness of his parables ahd 
similes an I m etaphors in manhood dis­ 
course I know that ho had boon a boy ^of 
tho fields and ha I bathed in tho streams 
and heard tho nightingale’s 
call, and 
broken through tho flowery hedge 
and 
looked out of tho embrasures of tho fortress, 
and drank from the wells and chased tho 
butterflies, 
which 
travelers 
say havo 
always beon ono of tho flitting beauties of 
that landscape, and 
talked with 
tho 
strange people from Damascus, and E gypt 
and Rapphoris, and Syria, who in caravans 
or on foot passed through his neighbor­ 
hood, tho dogs barking at their approach 
at sundown. 
As afterw ard ho was a 
perfect man, in time of which I speak ho 
was a perfect boy, with the spring of a 
boy’s foot, tho sparklo of a boy’s cyo, tho 
rebound of a a boy’s life, and 
just tho 
opposite of thoso juveniles who sit around 
morbid and unelastic, old men a t J 0. 
I 
w arrant he was able totako part and to 
take tho part of others. 
In that village of Nazareth I am certain 
thero was what is found in all neighbor­ 
hoods of tho earth, th at terror of children, 
the bully, who seems born to strike, 
to 
punch, 
to bruise, 
to overpower tho loss 
muscular and robust. 
Tho ChrLst who 
afterw ard in no limited term s denounced 
hypocrite and Pharisee, I w arrant, never 
lot such juvenile villains imposo upon less 
vigorous childhood and yet go unscathed 
and undefended. 
A t IO years ho was in 
sympathy with his underlings, as ho was 
at 30 and 33. 
I want no further inspired 
or uninspired information to persuado mo 
that ho was a splendid boy, a radiant boy, 
the grandest, holiest, mightiest boy of all 
the ages. Hence I commend him as alloy’s 
Christ. 
W hat m ultitudes between IO and 
15 years havo found him out as ono ju st 
fruited by his own personal experience to 
help any boy. 
Let tho world look out how it treads on 
a boy, for th at very moment it treads on 
Christ. 
You strike a boy, you strike 
Christ; you insult a boy, you insult Christ; 
you cheat a boy, you cheat C hrist 
It is 
an awful and infinite mistake to corno as 
far as manhood without a Christ when 
hero is a boy C hrist That was ono reason, 
I suppose, that Jonathan Edwards, after­ 
ward the greatest American logician and 
preacher of his time, became a Christian a t 1 
7 years of ago; and Robert Hall, who 
afterw ard shook Christendom with his 
sacred eloquence, liecamo a Christian at 12 
years of age; and Isaac W atts, who divided 
with Charles Wesley the dominion of holy 
song, be* aine a Christian at I) years of 
ago; and if in any large religious assom- 
b’ago it were asked that all tho men and 
women who learned to love Christ before 
they were 15 years of ago would please lift 
their right hand, thero would bo enough 
hands lifted to wave a coronation. 
W hat 
is truo in a religious scnso is true in a 
secular sense. 
Themistoclos amazed his 
school-fellows 
with 
talents 
which in 
after 
years 
mado 
tho 
world staro. 
Isaac Newton, tho boy, by driving pegs in 
tho side of tho house to mark the decline 
of tho sun, evidenced a disposition toward 
tho experiments which afterw ard showed 
the nations how tho worlds swing. r B enja­ 
min Franklin, the boy, with his kite on 
tho commons experimented with electric 
currents and prophesied work which should 
yet make him immortal. 
“ Got out of my 
w a y s a i d Brough man to a boy, 
“ get 
out of my way! what aro you good for, 
anyway ” 
Tho boy answered: 
“ They 
mako men out of such things as wo aro.’’ 
H ear it, fathers, mothers! hoar it, philan­ 
thropist and patriots; hoar it,all tho young! 
Tho temporal and eternal destiny of the 
most of tho Inhabitants of this earth is de­ 
cided before 14 years of age. 
Behold 
tho Nazareth Christ, tho villago Christ, 
tho country Christ, tho boy Christ. 
But, having seen Christ the boy of tho 
fields and tho boy in tho meehanic’ 3 shop, 
I show you a moro marvelous scene, Christ 
tho smooth-browed lad among tho long- 
beardod, white-hairod, high-forehoaded ec­ 
clesiastics of tho temple. 
A child 12 years 
old surrounded by septuagenarians, ho ask­ 
ing his own questions and answering thoirs. 
Let me introduce you to somo of these 
ecclesiastics. 
This is tho 
great 
Rabbi 
Simeon! This is tho venerable Hillol! This 
is tho famous Shammai? 
Theso aro the 
sons of tho distinguished Petirah. 
W hat 
can this 13-year-old lad teach thorn, or 
what questions can ho ask worthy their 
cogitation? 
Ah, 
the 
first 
timo 
in

their lives 
these religionists 
have 
found their match and more than their 
match. 
Though so young ho know all 
about that famous tom pie, under whoso

Ho know all

Ho knew 
ill worlds, for thoy wore only tho sparkling 
Borning dewdrops on the lawn in front of 
lis heavenly palace. 
Put thoso seven Bible 
words in a wreath of emphasis: 
“ Both 
aeanng thorn aud asking them questions.” 
I am not so much interested in tho 
questions they asked Him as in tho ques­ 
tions Ho asked them. 
Ho asked tho ques­ 
tions not to get information from tho 
doctors, for Ho know it already, but to 
humble them by showing them the heighth 
and dopth and length and breadth of their 
own ignorance. 
While tho radiant boy 
thrusts theso self-conceited philosophers 
with tho interrogation point, thoy put tho 
forefinger of tho right hand to tho tempi© 
as though to start their thoughts into 
moro vigor, and then thoy would look u p ­ 
ward, and then thoy would wrinkle their 
brows, and then by absolute silonco or in 
positive words confess thoir incapacity to 
answer tho interrogatory.

It is your placo to be 
bothered with questions.

But while I see the old theologians stand­ 
ing around the boy Christ I nm impressed 
as never before with tho fact that what 
theology most wants is more of childish 
simplicity. 
The world and tho chinch 
have binit up immense systems of theology, 
i H alf of them try to tell what Hod thought, 
what God planned, what God did 500,000,- 
000 years before tho small star on which 
we live was created.
